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“REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PSALMODY. 
’ The Standing Committee on Psalmody, re- 
spectfully report to the General Assembly : 
The Commitiee during, the, past..year have 
been. diligently and gaged upon 
the work entrusted to them. Besides the neces- 
sary consideration which it required from each 
member of the commitiee individually, they 
have held several meetings. which continued 
tbout one week: in which, they con- 
red together freely and futty;wnd-theroughly 
revised their whole work, ypon which they have 
bestowed much anxious thought. During its 
ogress. thus. far, they have been called on to 
ent the death not only of the Rev. Dy, Bax-. 
ter, which was noticed in their report last year, 
but more recently, that of another of their asso- 
ciates, the Rev. Dr. John Breckinridge. ‘The un- 
dersigned remaining members of the committee, 
have been permitted by the. fayour of divine 
Providerice, to close the first portion of their 
‘work, which has occupied the ‘period of four 
years, and has now, as far aé they ore con- 
cerned, been brought to a happy and harmo- 
nious result. For, agreeably to the expectation 


held out in their report to the last Assembly, 
they have at length been enabled to complet 

the work, and to pass their final and unanimous 
vote thereon, in so far as relates to the selection 
and compilation of a Book,g9f Hymns. These 
‘re six hundred and sevent¥. in number, beside 
the necessary Doxologies; and in making the 
selection, the committee have consulted every 
similar work to which they could gain access, 
and have agreed to admit only such, as, after 
mature deliberation, receiyed the unanimous 
yote of the committee. It is hoped that the 
book thus carefully and toilfully prepared will 
be found worthy of the Assembly’s approba- 
tion, containing, ‘as it is believed, in great va- 
riety of metre, a very copious variety of evan- 
gelical hymns, on every topic appropriate to 


the exigencies of private, family, social, and| 


public worship. This book is now herewith 
presented to the Assembly. 

Having received authority-from the last 
Assembly, to print an edilion so soon as 
they should be ready, the committee have 
caused a sufficient number of. copies to be print- 
ed and bound, to put into the hands of every 
member of the Assembly, a specimen of the 
work. They would add that the completion of 
this part of their work is to be understood with 
reference solely to-the elements of the book, 
and that while the committee have desired also 
to arrange the same in some such systematic 
order as would render it more complete and 
available for convenient use, they have not yet 
had time fully to consider and agree upon the 
precise arrangement to be adopted—the ar- 
rangement according to which the book is now 
exhibited—which occupied the unintermitted la- 
bour of a sub-committee for at least.dne month, 
not having received the final revision: and ap- 
probation of the committee: This part of the 
work, which though very important is only 
subsidiary, has been so far considered that the 
committee believe they can complete it without 
any inconvenient delay. And accordingly, they 
have not felt at liberty to withhold the book in 
its present arrangement, after having prepared 
it as to the main question concerning it, for the 
consideration of the "Assembly. And if their 
selection of Hymns should receive the appro- 
bation of the Assembly, the arrangement can 
be completed, and the book put to press, imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the Assembly, 
80 as -¥éry speedily to meet any extent of de- 
mand that may arise for it. 

‘The coromittee intimated in their report last 
year, (which was approved by the Assembly,) 
that the complete revision of the Book of Psalms 
might require until May, 1843. That expecta- 
tion has now become ge ew In order fully 
to meet the designs of the Assembly in their 
appointment, and the wishes of the Church, and 
to do justice to the subject intrusted to them, 
they feel, after the consideration and experi- 
ence they have already had, that in so impor- 
tant a work as the full revisign of the Book of 
Psalms, already authorized, in use, and in 
the settlement of the principles upon which a 
book is to be composed which is intended to 
meet the wants of a communion so various and 
extensive as the Presbyterian Church, and is 
designed for the use of generations to come, 
they do need the entire amount of time pro- 
posed. No one who has not made the experi- 
ment can well conceive the delicacy, difficulty, 
and toil of such a work, Yet the committee 
are also satisfied that with the leave of Provi- 
dence, they will be able to make a_ final report 
upon the Book of Psalms by next May. That 
this delay is not unreasonable will be further 
apparent, when it is considered, how many books 
are to be consulted, and existing versions com- 

red with each other, and with the inspired 

salms; that this is first to be done, by each 
member of the committee individually; and that 
afterward, journies are to ke performed and 
meetings held wherein there is to be a full in- 
terchange and comparison of views, in order to 
seture which, so large a committee was appoint- 
ed—and that all this labour is to be performed 
amid the pressing cares:and: duties pertaining 
to the employment of the members of’ the com- 
mittee if the pastoral office. And however na- 
tural may be the desire upon the part cf the 
Church, as well as upon our own part, for the 
speedy termination of our labours, this is im- 
possible in itself, and if it were, impatience 
would onlv cause us to hurry before the Church 
with an immature, ill-digested, and certainly 
unacceptable book, and most probably after so 
many previous attempts hitherto, to the dis- 
couragement of both effort and hope of obtain- 
ing a suitable book of Psalms and Hymns for 
years to come. 

Happily however the want of the Book of 
Psalms for one year longer, after so much 
thought and patience as have been exercised, 
and while the Church is already in possession 
of various versions of the Psalms that may 
continue to be used in the meanwhi'e, will not 
probably press very heavily; and, especially if, 
in the meantime also, the Hymns now present- 
ed should be approved and put in circulation by 
the Assembly. 

The Hymns in their separate form, will, at 
all events, if they are approved by the Assem- 
bly, be adapted to m-ny wants of the Church 
which have not hitherto been fully met, and 
may very properly take the place of other col- 
lections which though in use, have never been 
authorized, and are at best insufficient. And 


panied with the Bgok of Psalms, with which as 


well as with a pottion of our standards, they 


will hereafter, according to the resolution of the 
last Assembly, be bound up io one volume—yet 
convenience and taste will at all times, also fre- 


quently demand that, each of these books be 
bound up separately. And this being the case, 
it is not Mecessary nor proper to keep 
the Hymns back at. present, merely. for the sake 
of having the first edition that may be publish- 
ed bound up in the same volume with the first 
edition of the contemplated Book of Psalms.

A Letter from the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, to the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States of America. 


Reverend and Dear Brethren—We have re- 
ceived with much satisfaction, the letter of your 
Assembly, dated 4th June last, the first of a re- 
gular correspondence with the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland ; and 
join most cordially in the hope therein express- 
ed, * That our hearts may be mutually refresh- 
ed by the good tidings we may communicate to 
each other.” 

We rejoice to learn, that the result of the 
separation between you and ‘those who have 
gone out from you,” has evjnced the wisdom 
and necessity of that decided measure. We 
pray, that you may feel the power of that scrip- 
tural truth for which you have been contend- 
ing, not only in the fraternal peaceful meetings 
of your ecclesiastical judicatories, but in the 
hearts and lives of the different members of 
your Church. We gratefully acknowledge the 
receipt of the volume transmitted by your As- 
sembly, and assure you, that we shall always 
be happy to hear of the progress of your Insti- 
tutions, and trust that the blessing of the Lord 
will render them more efficient in carrying on 
His own work in all your borders. 

We continue to have cause of rejoicing in the 
union of the two great sections of the Presby- 
terian Church which now form our General 
Assembly. We have had many tokens of the 
Redeemer’s love—in the extending of our 
Church at home, and in the efficiency of her 
agency in the foreign field; in a closer inter- 
course with our parent Church in Scotland, and 
with the Presbyterian Church in England ; and, 
in the assurance of * your delight to hold with 
us fraternal intercourse as part of the great 
body of Christ.” °° 

The first act of our Assembly, as you are 
already-aware, was the designation of two of 
our beloved ministers to the Foreign mission- 
ary service in India. One of them has been 
called to his rest, and, in the inscrutable wis- 
dom of the Lord, has been removed from a 
sphere for which he seemed eminently quali- 
fied, and in which he had already been useful. 
Four others have since been set apart to this 
work, two have already sailed for their place 
of labour.. The others, God willing, will sail 


in May—and we are encouraged to expect that 
these shall be joined by still other labourers in 
extending the kingdom of the Redeemer amongst 
the perishing heathen. 

At the last meeting of our Assembly, as you 
will learn by the minutes of our proceedings, 
copies of which have been forwarded to your 
Moderator and Clerks, a mission was formed 
to the “ Lost sheep of the House of Israel ;” 
already considerable funds have been raised for 
this special object, and we trust that in a short 
time, some of our brethren will be actually en- 
gaged on this most interesting field of labour. 

‘he Home mission of our Church still con-| 
tinues its operations, cheered by occasional evi- 
dences of the blessing of the Lord, in the form- 
ation of new congregations, in the conversion 
of souls through the ordinances of the Gospel, 
and in a considerable awakening to the impor- 
tance of scriptural truth amongst the Irish 
speaking portion of our population. 

Upon the whole, we have cause to rejoice, 
that-the good work of the Lord is carried for- 
ward through our instrumentality. We shall 
feel it a privilege from time to time, to com- 
municate to your Assembly the result of our 
continued labours. | 

In conclusion, we repeat our deep interest in 
the purity, efficiency, and success of the Pres- 
byterian Church in America. 
same scriptural truth, based on the same plat-: 
form of Church government, and labouring in 
the same glorious cause, we pray, that the plea- 
sure of the Lord may prosper in your hands, 
and that souls may daily be added through 
your instrumentality to the kingdom of the Re- 
deemer.

MEMOIR OF MRS. HENRIETTA E, LEECH. 


To praise the dead is usually an eusy task, 
but to speak of them, so that the living shall not 
only be profited, but feel that all said is true or 
even less than might be said, is more difficult. 
Of the life and history of Mrs. Henrietta E. 
Leech, who died at the family residence near 
Pittsburgh, April 7th, 1842, aetat. 50, much. 
might be said, which would both interest and 
instruct. She was one of a large family, and 
received her education in the Moravian School 
at Litiz, Lancaster county, Pennsylvania. At 
an early age she was married to Richard T. 


| Leech Esq., then a member of the Legislature] . 


of Pennsylvania and afterwards Surveyor Gene- 
ral; who still survives to mourn her loss. 

She was the mother of thirteen children, five 
of them died in infancy eight survive her. To 
their education she devoted herself with deep 
interest and unceasing care. Though always in 
delicate health, she was yet remarkable for 
energy of character, and unfaltering persever- 
ance in the prosecution of her purposes. When 
by circumstances, beyond control, reverses of 
fortune came, she determined that what could not 
be avoided, could at least be sustained, and, in 
measure, if not wholly, repaired. : 

The liberal education of her children was the 
dearest earthly object of her heart. To effect 
this she opened a female school at Harrisburg, 
which eventually became a boarding school for 
yuung ladies, and was comtinacd by her until 
her removal to the west. 

Intellectual researches and acquirements were 
sources of pleasure to her, and to these she now 
devoted herself with singular industry, that she 
might thus be qualified in the best manner for 
her station, as Principal of an important literary 
institution. 

Many pupils were committed to her care from 
almost every part of the state of Pennsylvania, 
nd all found in her an able I[nstructress, and 
faithful friend. 

Hoping to enlarge the sphere of her useful- 
ness, she yielded to the solicitations of friends, 
and removed to the western part of Pennsylva- 
nia, and in 1839, opened her school at the pre- 
sent residence of the family. Her labours as a 
teacher were arduous, but she had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing and knowing, that they were suc- 
cessful in storing her pupil’s minds, not only 
with important knowledge, but with exalted mo- 
ral sentiments. She endeavoured to teach, not 
for this world only, but also for the next. The 
Bible was a constant text book. oe 

Her religious feelings were of the deepest 
and purest character. Prayer was her delight, 
her refuge, her strength. ‘The doctrines of the 
Bible her study, her constant joy. The sove- 
reignty of divine grace, the guilt and helpless- 
ness of the sinner, the power, the fullness, suf- 
ficiency, and excellence of Christ were elemen- 
tary and essential principles in her system of 
faith. She was for many years a member of 
the Presbyterian Church, and ardently attach- 
ed to her doctrines and government. During 


| her recent troubles, none felt more deeply for 


her, nor prayed more earnestly for her purity 
and peace. | 
In the discharge of Christian duty she was 


prompt and exemplary. Many will remember 


her faithfulness to their spiritual interests. Long 
will her assdciates at H. cherish the memory of 
her zeal, her devotion, and constancy in the 
circle of social prayer. 3 

Her Christian sympathies were pure, active, 
deep as the depths of human suffering. The 
sick, the poor, the distressed in mind or body, 
knew her, enjoyed her charities, her counsel, 
her prayers. In the young she took an espe- 
cial interest, and constantly endeavoured to im- 
press upon their minds, the claims of the Re- 
}deemer, and the importance of | an early and 
entire consecration to his service. 

She feit an earnest desire for the triumph and 
universal success of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 
She was a Protestant, and therefore in common. 
with many others, watched with more than 
usual concern, the progrees of Popery in this 
country. 

In her social habits, she combined, cheerful. 
ness, piety, usefulness, and sincere friendship. 
Whatever were her own sorrows, and she had 
many, she obtruded them not upon others; en- 
deavouring to be herself happy, and make all 


around her so. 


Her conversational powers were varied, at- 
tractive, interesting, and instructive. 

But alas! she has passed away. All human 
greatness, loveliness, excellence, must thus 
_ass. We look upon it as a_ beautiful vision. 
We love it, only to feel the void created by its 
evanescence. 

She lived however to see her children well 
educated, five of them members of the Church 
of Christ, her sans in honourable engagements, 
her daughters qualified to cherish and sustain 
an aged and venerable father, all of them re- 
spected and beloved. | 

Her last illness was sudden, brief, distress-

The Committee to whom was referred the Annual 
Report of the Board of Foreign Missions, would 
submit the following Report: 

The important document submitted to the exami- 
nation of your committee is one which in the cause 
it advocates, the facts and information it offers, and 
the appeals it contains, is well calculated to awaken 
peculiar emotions in the breasts of the members of 
this General Assembly, and those of the officers and 
members of our Church generally. The sentiments 
of gratitude and praise to God for having permitted 
our Church to take an honoured place in the ranks 
of the consecrated hosts of God, wtilch are now mo- 
ving forward in the glorious enterprize of the world’s 
conversion, and for the success with which he has 
been pleased thus far to crown her efforts to send 
forth the riches of his salvation to distant portions 
of the earth. The feelings of a common and solemn 
obligation resting upon us and our successors in this 
cominunion, collectively and individually to perse- 
vere in this hallowed enterprize, and renew and aug- 
ment our contributions and our prayers until the spi- 
ritual dominion of the world is given to Christ, and 
the promised triumphs of his grace are realized 
among all nations. And it is also calcwlated to 
awaken the feelings of sorrow in our hearts, and 
grief and self-abasement before God, that we are as 
a community and a ‘Chistians doing so 
little in proportion to our ability and our obligations 
to the Saviour of the world, for the benighted and 
perishing Heathen—that so many of our churches 
seem unanxious and unwilling to share in the bless- 
ing which God will surely shed forth upon these, 
and those only whose hearts and hands are open for 
the spread of the Redeemer’s kingdom: and that 
the exertions of our Board are to so great an extent 
circumscribed and restrained by the want of neces- 
sary funds to carry on the work. Our condition and 
our duty as a denomination, in respect to this de- 
partment of our work, plainly show that the state 
of the world must be still more plainly laid before 
our churches. Missionary information far more ex- 
tensively disseminated—obligation to Christ, and 
the interests of his kingdom more earnestly inculea- 
ted, and the duty and blessedness of fervent and 
persevering prayer for the spread of his everlasting 
gospel more constantly set forth and urged upon the 
followers of Christ. In view of these considera- 
tions, the committee would propose the following 
resolutions, viz: 

1. Resolved, ‘That the Annual Report of the Board 
be approved and referred to the Executive Commit- 
tee for publication and distribution among the-church- 
es, as extensively as may be found practicable. 

2. Resolved, ‘That the Foreign Missionary cause

p. 423¢ printed minutes of 1841,) and which being 
considered was referred to a Select Committee, 
(page 425,) the report of which, together with the 
original minute, was, by order of the Assembly, 
(page 447,) referred to another Select Committee, 
which was directed to report to the Assemtly of 
1842; which last named committee, having consid- 
ered the subject, submit the following minute as 
their Report, viz: 

I. That as persons are liable to mistake their call- 
‘ing, and as the Office of the ministry is, by God’s in- 
stitution, a permanent one, which cannot be laid 
aside at pleasure, Presbyteries ought to exercise 
great caution in ordaining ministers of the Gospel. 
And they are hereby enjoined, not to ordain any one 
to the pastoral office, until full proof has been made 
of him, asa Licentiate, by the Presbytery that ors 
dains him. 

II. As one great evidence of a divine call to the 
work of the ministry, is the call of a particular con- 
gregation, it is especially necessary to use great 
caution in ordinations sine titulo, and the Presbyte- 
ries are enjoined not to proceed to such ordinations 
except in the cases provided for in our form of gov- 
ernment. 

III. That the Presbyteries are specially enjoined 
hot to ordain their licentiates when they are about 
to remove into the bounds of other Presbyteries, but 
to dismiss them as licentiates. | 

IV. That, as intimately connected with this sub- 
ject, Presbyteries ought to have a special oversight 
of the settlement of ministers in vacant churches, as 
by the word of God, and the standards ofthe Church, 
they are empowered and directed. And that in all 
‘such sottlomente, it ig in-iteslf sight, and would tend 
to establish proper order, and the due supervision of 
Presbyteries, and to break up irregular influences 
and residences, that vacant churches should apply to 
their own Presbyteries for supplies. . 

V. That permanent ministerial connexion with 
any Presbytery except that in whose bounds the in- 
dividual lives, is irregular and disorderly, and ought 
not to be allowed. But where the residence is not 
in the bounds of any of our Presbyteries, (as in the 
case of Foreign missionaries,) the connexion may 
be with either of them. 

VI. That the relation of Stated Supply, which has 

own up between many of our churches and min- 
isters, is unknown to our system, and tends to dis- 
order and injury in many ways. The Presbyteries 
are therefore directed to supplant it, as far as possi- 
ble, in all cases, by the regular pastoral relation ; 
and to discountenance it as a permanent relation. 

VII. That those ministers who give up the regu- 
lar and stated work. of the gospel ministry, as 
their main work, except it be for reasons satisfac- 
tory to. their Presbyteries, should be called to an ac- 
. count by the Presbyteries to which they belong, and 
dealt with according to the merits of their respec-

Tracts on Porrry.—The Board. of Pub- 
lication have issued from their press, four 
Tracts of a new series on Popery. We 
would commend these tracts to the special no- 
tice of the ministers and elders of our Church. 
We know of no better antidote to the constantly 
progressive encroachments of the papacy in our 
country, than by the dissemination of such 
knowledge among the people, which, while it 
enlightens, will at the same time, fortify the 
mind against the wiles of this seductive system. 
The great valley of the west is the theatre of 
its special effort and action at the present time. 
Seminaries and schools of that persuasion are 
multiplying in a ratio, almost commensurate 
with the wants of that rapidly increasing popu- 
lation. The far sighted policy of Jesuitical 
influence in controlling the youthful mind, is 
overlooked if not under estimated by the 
Protestant community. Although the General 
Assembly has distinctly recognized the impor- 
tance of this spbject, and commended it to the 
attention and action of its ministers, but few 
have respondea to the call. We trust that our 
western and south-western brethren will feel the 
importance of supplying themselves with these 
tracts, and thus by giving them circulation in 
the length and breadth of that great valley, 
counteract, in some good degree, under the bles- 
sing of God, the growing influence of that cor- 
rupt church. 


Parser mn tae Ministry DeceAsep.— 
It is our mournful duty to announce the decease 
of the Rev. Dr.Biytne, Full of faithand years 
he has slept in Jesus. Ceasing from his labours 
he has entered upon his reward. Dr. Blythe 
occupied a large space in the Church, and was 
regarded as a patriarch in the west. As a 
preacher, a pastor, and a writer, he was distin- 
guished, and having served God in his genera- 
tion, he has been gathered as a shock of corn 
fully ripe.—The following letter addressed to 
his son, in Woodbury New Jersey, announces 
the decease of the venerable father. 

Maoprison, Inprana, May 23d, 1842. 
Dear Sir—Though I have had no personal 
acquaintance nor any correspondence with you, 
yet owing to an event, in which we have all had 
a common feeling, I conceive myself called upon 
to make this communication to you. The pro- 


vidence to which I refer, and of which you may 
already have heard, from some other quarter, 


is the departure from our midst, of your be-{ 


loved father. On Friday morning last, the 
20th, at six o’clock, he ceased his earthly ex- 
istence. 

In his last hours, and during the whole of his 
sickness, he was abundantly sustained by that 
faith which he had s» long preached. That 
Saviour whom he had so many years presented 
to his fellow-men, was his comforter, his joy, 
and rejoicing in the hour of death. He was 
generally free from pain, appearing to suffer 
none, except from difficult respiration. He 
breathed his last in the arms of myself and Mr. 
Butler, his head reclining upon my shoulder. 

That Being who works all things together 
for good to thegn that love Gad_ 
pecially to haye prepared nim for his departure. 
Within the last few months he had visited all 
his children, and returned {6 his home willing 
to live and die there, satisfied respecting the 
welfare and interests of those upon whom his 
heart was so fixed. Though his life has been 
one, in some respects, of agitation, having ex- 
perienced much of the injustice, the persecuting 
spirit, and ingratitude of his fellow men, and en- 
countered bitter opposition from the bitterest 
enemies, yet he died without one unkind feel- 
ing, on the other hand-with the warmest Chris- 
tian love to all with whom he had ever associ- 
ated. And perhaps it would not be going too 
far, to say that he bade adieu to this scene of 
warfare, and discord, of sin and wretchedness, 
without one unkindly feeling towards him, from 
any one of the human family. Some of those 
who had most injured him, had recently been 
very kind and attentive tohim. ToM he 
said, some twegty-four hours before his death, 
tell all the rest (his children) that I have not 
known one dark hour on this bed.” At another 
time, in distributing some few mementos, he 


said, * give my staff to D., and tell him to lean |.

Tue New Hymn Boox.—The Committee 


appointed by the General Assembly to prepare 


and submit a new book of Psalms and Hymns 
for the use of the Church, made their report 
which the reader will see in another part of our 
paper. The report was docketed, the conside- 
ration of the subject was deferred for a week, 
and in the mean time each member was provi- 
ded with a. copy of the book of Hymns, that 
he might in the interval give it a careful exami- 
nation. On Monday, the 80th May, the question 


was called up, and occasioned an earnest de-} 


bate. 

Dr. Howe, of South Carolina, offered a series 
of resolutions, approving the book as presented, 
and requiring its publication, and allowing its 
use by the churphes. 4 

Dr. McFarland, of Virginia, offered as a sub-' 
stitute, the motion that the book be sent down 
to the Presbyteries for their special examina- 
tion and approval. He very earnestly support- 
ed this motion, on the ground that the book now 
in use, had thus been submitted; that in his 


conscience he could not pretend to decide a} 
question of such importance for his Presbytery, | 


and that it was a right of Presbytery which the 
Assembly should not interfere with. 

Dr. Krebs, of New York, stated that. as one 
of the Committee, which had prepared this book, 
he could testify that it had cost much anxious 
thought, and most toilsome and patient investi- 
gation. The committee had individually given 
their attention to it, and at their several meet- 
ings they had interchanged thoughts, and deci- 
ded with great deliberation on every hymn sub- 
mitted. They had gone on the principle of un- 
animity in the adoption of the hymns, and al- 
though he, as other members of the committee 
had been compelled to sacrifice some favourite 
hymns, for the sakeof this unanimity; yet he was 
satisfied the book was as gooda one as the 
Church was likely to obtain. Having had expe- 
rience of the particular attention which the 
framing of this book required, he was persuaded 


that it was utterly futile to send it down to the 
Presbyteries. Considering that there were about

| a hundred Presbyteries, there was no prospect 


that the book could be examined by them in 
detail, and an intelligent decision arrived at. — 

Mr. Fullerton, of Ohio, was in favour of the. 
book going to the Presbyteries. He thought they 
were competent to judge in such a matter, The 
committee was no doubt a wise and learned com- 
mitteé} but they were nevertheless fallible. The 
wise and good Dr, Nettleton had admitted some 
absurd things into his Village Hymns; one of 
these was so ridiculous, as to excite the laugh- 
ter of his (Mr, Fullerton’s) little child. It was 
the following verse, 

‘“* Oh how the resurrection light, 
Will clarify believer's sight, 
How joyful will the saints arise, 
And rub the dust from off their eyes.” 

Now as a child could detect the absurdity of 
such a fancy, a Presbytery might possibly de- 
tect what a learned committee had failed to see. 
Mr. Fullerton concluded by relating the well- 
known anecdote of Benjamin Franklin about 
the hatter’s sign, who after following the sugges- 
tions of his neighbours, reduced his sign from 


“ John Thompson, hatter, makes and sells hats,”| 


to simple John Thompson, with a sign of a hat. 
This he considered as illustrating the impor- 
tance of criticism. | 

Mr. Platt of New York, had but a single re- 
mark to make and it was in allusion to the an-| 
ecdote of the last: speaker. He thought the il- 
lustration a good one, although it proved the 
very contrary of what the brother adduced it to 
prove. The hatter’s sign would well illustrate 
the character of this book after it had been sub- 
mitted to the Presbyteries, It would come back 
after the criticism of an hundred Presbyteries| 
with nothing but the title page left. 

Mr. Pryor of Virginia, made a strong and 
sensible speech against the course proposed by 
Dr. McFarland. He considered it wholly im- 
practicable. The Presbyteries at their short 
meetings could not pretend to go thoroughly in- 
to this subject. They could not have the books, 
unless an immense edition was printed for their 
use, and even should they attempt to examine it, 
it would come back with increased difficulties 
in the way of its adoption. For his part he had 
examined the book and was satisfied with it, and 
it was in vain to attempt to make a book which 
should contain all the favourite hymns of every 
body. 

Several other gentlemen engaged in the de- 
bate, whose views were similar to those just re- 
cited, 

The vote was then taken on Dr. McFarland’s 


motion and it was lost. The question recurring] | 


on Dr. Howe’s motion for adoption, the members 
commenced offering amendments to the book. 
With one or two exceptions as may be seen in 
the minutes, the amendments were rejected by 


large majorities. ‘The question was then about 


to be put, when Dr. McFarland warned the As- 
sembly that if they should pursue such an ex- 
traordinary course, he would call for the ayes 
and noes and record his protest. At this it 
was thought best by the majority to waive their 
right, inasmuch as it would materially injure 
the book, if its adoption were made the subject 


of protest, and Dr, Hodge moving that the book 


be recommitted to the Committee, it was car- 
ried. 


SEVENTH PRESBYTERIAN CuurcH.— The 
corner stone of a new church edifice to be 
erected for the Seventh Presbyterian church 
of Philadelphia, at the south-east corner of 
Broad and Olive streets, Penn Square, was laid) 
on Wednesday afternoon last, June Ist, with 
appropriate religious solemnities, in the presence 
of a large concourse of spectators. The services 
were rendered more than usually interesting 
from the fact that there were present a number 
of the members of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, now convened in Phila- 
delphia. 

The Rev. Dr, Engles introduced the services 
by reading the following hymn, which was pre- 
pared for the occasion, and which was sung by 
the audience. 


O thou, who wert the Patriarch’s God, 
When Bethel’s Stone he reared ; 

Look now on us, and with thy smile 
Be our endeavour cheered. 


Here, in our gratitude, we place, 
The first—the Corner stone, 
Whereon, a temple we wou!d raise, 


To Father —Spirit—Son. 


We ask of thee, Great Architect, 
Who spread’st the lofty skies : 

Our efforts aid, our zeal direct, 
And bid this temple rise. 


And when in beauteous form it stands, 
A house of faith and prayer, 

May this its greater glory be, 
That Zion’s God is there. 

The Rev. Mr. Lord, the pastor, delivered a 
brief and appropriate address, and proceeded to 
lay the corner stone. Rev. Dr. Edgar, of Ten- 
nessee, Moderator of the Assembly, offered 
prayer, and the Rev. Mr. Boardman made an 
eloquent address. The Doxology was then 
sung, and the benediction pronounced by Dr. 
Engles. The site of this Church is one of 
the most beautiful in the city of Philadelphia. 

The whole edifice will be composed in the 
Grecian Cotinibitin style of architecture, which 
with its chaste and elegant proportions united 
with the air of solemn grandeur, which pervades 
the design, will cause it to form one of the most 
beautiful architectural ornaments of Philadel- 
phia. 
The front-will present an imposing collonade, 
consisting of eight columns, disposed in the man- 
ner of an hezastyle pseudo dipteral portico, 


flanked with wings terminated with pilasters, 


and supporting an entablature of a pure Grecian 
character, ‘The capitals of the columns will be 
of an example never before introduced in this 
city. The whole of this superstructure will rest 
upon a massive rusticated basement, and the por- 
tico will be approached by a noble flight of thir- 
teen granite steps extending the whole width of the 
portico, | 

The principal story is to be finished in a chaste 
style. The pulpit will be placed in front of a 
screen of columns, supporting a rich entablature. 
This story is calculated to contain about one 
hundred and thirty pews. ‘The basement con- 
tains commodious school rooms and a lecture 
room. A heavy foundation is to be built for 
the support of a steeple two hundred feet high, 
which, it is almost confidently expected, will be 
erected during the present year. 

The corner stone was deposited at the South- 


east corner of the building. In a leaden box, 
sunk in the stone, were contained the following

A QueEstTion ProrounpEp.—A correspond- 
ent asks, “‘ How can the doctrines of our Church 
be preached to a promiscuous congregation 
without acting contrary to the caution so often 
given to ministers, not to give strong meat to 
babes?” The question is by no means spe- 
cific. The writer should have told us what 
particular doctrines of our Church are in his 
view strong meat, and = supposes are 
meant by the term babes. If the question is 
intended to imply that doctrinal preaching in a 
general sense, before a promiscuous assembly i 
unprofitable, he may be mistaken. The great 
truths of religion are all doctrines, and to ex- 
clude the presentation of doctrines from the 
pulpit would be equivalent to the suspension of 
all gospel preaching. ‘To enter into an expla- 
nation of the nature of faith or repentance is the 
doctrinal discussion of these great points, and 
to unfold the nature, bearing, and efficacy of the 
atonement by Jesus Christ, would be preaching 
on a doctrine of the highest importance. Such 
doctrines are meat for strong men and milk 
likewise for babes. ‘There is a dry abstract 
way of discussing doctrines in the pulpit, which 
is not easily apprehended by common minds, 
and which is generally unprofitable. This is 
neither meat for the strong nor milk for the 
weak; but there is no doctrine in the Bible 
which may not be made eminently serviceable} 
both to young and experienced Christians, if 
presented in that practical aspect in which they 
are always held up in the word of God. If our 
correspondent, as we suppose, is opposed to 
doctrinal preaching, how, we would ask him, are 
the saints to grow in knowledge? Even on his 
own ground are not the men, in a promiscuous 
assembly, as much entitled to their share of 


strong meat as the babes are to their milk? Be- 


sides, would not his implied objection have as 
much force against the Bible itself, which with 
its strong meat is put into the hands of babes ? 
We are ready to admit that there are points in 
religion, which while they are received with a 
relish by experienced Christians, are not so 
easily comprehended by the weak, but still as 
the whole counsel of God is to be declared 
whether men will hear or forbear, the ministers 
of the gospel must take heed how they hold back 
any of this truth to humour the prejudices, or 
in condescension to the infirmities of men. It is 
the duty of the minister to give to each a por- 
tion in due season; it is his glory to declare 
the whole truth, palatable or unpalatable as it 
may be. 
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Lane Seminary.—One of the most anima- 
ted discussions which has taken place in the 
General Assembly during the present sessions, 
arose from a proposition to instruct the Trus- 
tees of the Assembly to inquire into the proper 
Ownership of the property of this Seminary. 
A resolution was passed to this effect, but 
was afterwards reconsidered, and the whole 
matter was indefinitely postponed. As we 
have never adverted in our paper to the ques- 
tion involved in this discussion, although it 
has been agitated more or less since the schism 
of ,1838, our readers may be gratified by 
knowing some of the facts in the case. 

The Rev. James Kemper, of the neighbour- 
hood of Cincinnati, wished to appropriate a farm 
for the purpose of encouraging the erection of a 
Theological Manual Labour Seminary. His own 
farm not answering his purpose, he negotiated 
for the one in the possession of his son, and the 
one on which Lane Seminary is now erected, and 


having purchased it, it was accordingly applied) 


as above specified. We state this circumstance 
to account for the deed being in the name of 
Elnathan Kemper, the son, who in consequence 
has been supposed by some to have been the do- 
nor. This property, which is on the borders 
of the city of Cincinnati, consists of seventy 
acres of land, and is supposed to be worth from 
seventy toeighty thousand dollars, According 
to the terms of the deed, the property was put in 
trust for 2 Theological Seminary, with the pro- 
viso that the professors should be men whose 
appointment should receive the sanction of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America. Mr. Kemper 
and his sons being orthodox Presbyterians, 
there can be no possible doubt of his intention 
to found an orthodox Presbyterian institution. 
Subsequent to this, Mr. Lane, a Baptist, as a 


thank offering for some successes in business, widhiducund thereby leading his, hearers to un- | 


offered to his owg denomination twenty thou- 
sand dollars, on condition that they would 


ply it for the establishment of a Theological 
Institution, which they failing to do, he made 
the same offer to the Presbyterians, which be- 
ing accepted, the sum was appropriated to the 
erection of buildings on the land contributed by 
Mr. Kemper. Such was the nature of the gift. 
The present Professors of Lane Seminary, have 
not the sanction of the General Assembly, nei- 
ther did Mr, Lane give his money to a body of 
Presbyterians which had not an organized ex- 
istence at the time of the gift, so that the posses- 
sion of the property by the New-school, is in 
plain contravention of the terms on which the 
property was contributed. 

The discussion on this subject assumed a wide 
range, but on the whole it was highly interesting. 
On the one side it was contended that the Gen- 
eral Assembly was under solemn obligation to 
prosecute the claim; that fidelity to their trust 
required it; that no consideration would jus- 


tify them in alienating the property, and in 


suffering it to be placed in the hands of men 
who would employ it as an agent for the prop- 
agation of sentiments in direct opposition to 
those of the donors, and as an antagonist to 
the Presbyterian Church. On the other hand 
it was maintained, that as the property had not 


in the first instance been accepted by the Assem: 


bly, that their right had lapsed; that litigation 
was odious 5° that, the Presbyterian Church had 
never appealed to Cesar, and that they had not 
gone into the civil courts until they had been 
dragged there; that at this time, and especially 
as the New-school had just given notice of their 
intention of declining further litigation, it would 
be at the gacrifice of ius high moral standing, 
for the Presbyterian Church to renew the strife ; 
that the result of the trial might be dopbtful ; 
and that at all events it would be preferable for 
the Church to lose ten times as much rather 
than engage in a litigation which might be con- 
tinued for years. These latter considerations 
prevailed, and as we have said, the whole sub- 
ject was indefinitely postponed.

by the pastor, the Rev. James Stafford.

and who took an active part in the late celebra- 
tion in Philadelphia, requests us to correct an 
error which we copied from one of the secular 
papers in relation to the number of children. 
which attended on that occasion.. He states, 
that from an intimate knowledge of all the ar- 
rangements, he is persuaded that the whole 
number of teachers and children could not have 
fallen much short of eighteen thousand! We 
witnessed the spectacle. It was smposing, and 
was a manifestation of the strength‘of the Sun- 
day Schodl' cause; a cause which has the af- 
fections of the wise and good, which has already 
accomplished wonders, and must still go onward 
in the career of triumph.

Instructing the Coloured People. 


Mr. Editor—On the second Sabbath of April, 
1842, after attending worship ir one of the 
houses in which the venerated J. B. Smith, D. D. 
used to preach; in returning to the residence 
of him, who, in office, may be styled my fa- 
ther; the assembling companies of coloured 
people, from various directions, around the 
brick church in P— E— county, prompted the 
inquiry—What is going on here? From the re- 
ply given I learned that A— V—, Elder in the 
church of C—e, was soon to address the colour- 
ed people; or, as they said, ‘‘ preach to the 
Black people.” 

Having heard of the interest this gentleman, 
who is an extensive slaveholder, has expressed 
for the spiritual-welfare of the coloured race, [ 
made preparation, as speedily as possible, to at- 
tend and be a hearer myself. 

On entering, the service had commenced; 
A— V— was standing before the pulpit address- 


ing a large company of coloured people, by — 


whom the greater part of the seats on the floor 

of the house, the whole of which had been ap- 

propriated to their use, were occupied. In the 

galleries were many of the owners of the hear. 

ers below, and others who were desirous of par- 

taking in the worship of the afternoon. Rather 

than disturb the congregation further, | kept 

my seat near the pulpit, in a side pew, in full 

view of.the audience, Justification, by the 

righteousness of .Christ through faith, was the 

topic of the discussion Mr. A— V— was car- 

rying on with great fervency. As I entered he 

was stating the doctrine of Justification from sin 

by faith in Jesus Christ, in terms which | sup- 

posed very few of his hearers in the lower part 

of the house understood; while those in the gal- 

leries, from the frequency of repetitions by their. 
pastors and teachers, in stating and explaining, 

perhaps understood very well. He repeated 

these statements, with much earnestness of man- 

ner, as if he expected them to believe, if they 

did not fully understand. He had gained their 

attention; and it is Observable that when a ser- 

mon is preached to the black people, they at- 

tend with great gravity. The older will not 

make disturbance themselves, or tolerate it in 

the younger. He then began to illustrate and 

explain; and went on, from sentence to sen- 

tence, in a strain of logic, not syllogistic, but of 
consecutive facts and conclusions, constantly re- 

ferring to the terms he had used, till the mass of 
his hearers looked as if they understood what 
he was endeavouring to explain. 

To one unaccustomed to address such a com- 
pany, there seems but one cloud of darkness in 
a crowded congregation of coloured people, how- 
ever attentive. A little experience teaches how 
to discriminate, and judge of the workings of 
mind behind a charcoal sie. which becomes as 
transparent of the actings of the: soul, as the’ 
finer mixture of white and red. 

In explaining the truth—that the heart is 


derstand they could not be justified .by their own 
deeds, he said—You go to a spring which is 
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pouring out water; you dip up some of the 


water; but you cannot drink it or use it, it is so 


bad. You go again by and by, and get some 
more; but tt it is so bad. You 
clear out the bed of the water, and try it again 
and again—and it is still bad: you say it Is @ 
bad spring. Just so—these sins of yours come 
from a wicked heart. a, 

In explaining how the sufferings and right. 
A Christ help us with God, 
he eaid—Suppose now—one of you had wrong- 
ed me out of some mohey. After a while you 
become sorry for it; and you come to me and tell 
me all about it. You tell me you aresorry you 
wronged me. You say you have not a cent to 
pay maany thing; and that you are sorry for 
that. I tell you { am very sorry that you 
wrohged me; but since you are sorry and have 
confessed the matter, I forgive you; “go and 
sin no more,” and we will say no more about 
it. But-you keep thinking about it; when you 
meet.me you.cannot look me in the face; you 
think I am thinking about the money. You are 
ashamed to look me in the face. There is one 
who knows this, and he comes to you and says 
—{ know how you feel; here is the money with 
interest; take it and pay him, You take it,-and 
come to me, and tell me, you must pay me, you 
canpot rest without; and you pay me. And 
when you meet._me again you can look me in 
the face. So with Christ—you are ashamed to 
look to God till you can plead what Christ has 
‘done and suffered for you. ae 

Again—in speaking of the complaint of some 
—that when they set out in good earnest’ for 
Christ.and heaven there is a great commotion 
in their hearts which hey never knew, belore-~ 
he said—You see the little stream ; it flows along 
smoothly and quietly, and perhaps ‘rapidly ; 
scarce a sound is heard. You lay a log across 
and begin to build a dam; and the water begins 
to pour over, and makes a roaring, worse and. 
worse, the higher you make the dam, and the 
more things you fling in. ; 

Thus he led them on, from illustration to ex- 
planation, accompanied with much sound argu- 
ment—till when he inquired, **do you now un- 
derstand?”—the countenances of many said 
‘‘we understand;” of others, “ we think we 
know something about it.” Some were deeply 
affected; many wept. The whole of the ad- 
dress was fervent; and in it a happy mixture of 
abstruse doctrine, of explanations, illustrations, 
and applications; all in classic English. I do 
not recollect an undignified thought, or an un- 
grammatical sentence or vulgar word. 

As the congregation dispersed, some were 
heard to say, “ we like such preaching.” Others, 
who had known A— V— when a boy, were 
heard saying, “we like to hear Masser A. 
preach.” 

Tam told he is in the regular habit of giving 
instructions to the coloured population, under 
the sanction of the Presbytery of West Hanover, 

- in the congregation, of which he is Elder, on 
the Sabbath afternoon, and has a large congre- 
ation of attentive hearers. His own servants, 
it is said, perform their allotted tasks with great 
fidelity and cheerfulness. His discipline on the 
plantation is strict though not severe. When 
sick or in distress, the servants receive a per- 
sonal visit from their master, and such atten- 
tion as their case requires. They are all com- 
fortably fed, clothed, and lodged. Their attach- 
ment to their master is unsurpassed. 

As I have pondered the services of that after- 
noon, I have inquired, mentally, is not the in- 
struction of the coloured population the appro- 
priate business of the Elders of the Church? 
Are there not, many that are capable of follow- 
ing the example of A. V.? The difficulty is not 
in getting down to the minds of the negro race, 
but in getting them up to the truths of the gos- 
pel and the thoughts of educated men.

‘The position you occupy in his 
Church on this comtnent is one of great promi- 
nence, involving responsibilities of the highest 
order, and our earnest prayer is that you may 
be found faithful in the trust that has been com- 
mitted to you. Possessing as you do, in com- 
mon with ourselves, standards of doctrine so 
Scriptural and a form of discipline so primitive 
and pure, to which you are careful that your 
teachingand government shall be conformed, we 
seem to behold you in the front rank of the faith- 
ful witnesses for the truth, whom God will bless 

‘and honoor in extending that spiritual kingdom 

which consists not in meats and drinks but in 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost. On these grounds, the pleasure we de- 
rive from a fraternal correspondence with you 
is deep and unfeigned. Our spheres of labour 
are in the same vineyard, and not so distant but 
we can speek to each other in words of en- 
couragement and love. 

We forward to you a copy of the abstract of 


the Minutes/of our present Session, now about 
to close, from which we may form a judgment 
of our State and thé course we are endeavouring 


to pursue for the advancement of the Saviour’s 
kingdom. Our home missionary operations we 
are using our best efforts to extend, but the 
field is so wide and the labourers so few, that 
our Learts are like to sink within us when we 
survey the very inadequate supply of Spiritual 
ordinances we can give, and that only ina small 
portion of our territory, while a still larger por- 
tion of it is but rarely refreshed, even with a 
passing visit of those whom we have commis- 
sioned to preach the Gospel. This destitution 
does not arise from any great disproportion be- 
tween the number of our ministers and that of 
our adherents. The number of ministers upon 
our Synod Roll is eighty-two, and we estimate 
our adherents at one hundred thousand, giving a 
proportion to each minister not greater than his 
pastoral labour might overtake in a flock com- 
pactly located. t scattered as ‘they are 
throughout this extended province, and separated 
from each other by large uninhabited forest- 


tracts, it has been found impracticable to em- 


brace more ‘perhaps than one half of our people 
within our stated pastoral charges. To relieve 
in some degree this mournful destitution of divine 
ordinances we have devised a scheme of mission- 
ary and itinerant labour, in which the occasion- 
al services of all our ministers may be rendered 
available for the more thinly settled townships 
contiguous to them. Our attention has also 
been directed to the sad condition of our fellow 
subjects of French extraction, who are immers- 
ed in popish darkness, and our hope is that we 
shall soon be able to bring into that portion of 
our home mission field Protestant missionaries 
from Europe, speaking the French language, 
who shall not be chargeable with keeeping back 
the word of God, from the people, nor of hand- 
ling it deceitfully, who shall by manifestation of 
the truth commend themselves to every man’s 
Conscience in the sight of God. 

We have also been moved during the present 
Session to take a more decided part with the 
parent Church in her missions to India and the 
Jews. Although our temporal resources are far 
from being adequate to our own necessities, we 
are nevertheless constrained to some acknow- 
ledgment of our obligation to relieve aspiritual 
wretchedness still more aggravated than our 
own, putting our trust in him to whom the king- 
doms and wealth of the world belong, believing 
that he will a our sacrifice and requite a 
thousand fold into our own bosom. Experience 
has taught us that efforts for the salvation of'

livered to the saints, we trust we shall never use 
any weapons save those which it sanctions, 
and that we shall never fail in the benevolent 
spirit which it inspires. 

It affords us sincere gratification to review, 
on such an occasion as this, the many ties by 
which we are united. We place some value on 
the fact that we possess a common origin and a 
common language, but far more that we are 
partakers of a like precious faith. ‘The revival 
of your correspondence with the General As- 
semblies of Scotland and Ireland, with which 
we are so intimately united, we hail as the omen 
of perpetual affection and fraterual remem- 
brance. It is a worthy object of desire that 
Presbyterianism may be one throughout the 
world. The facilities of intercourse, and the 
many bonds that unite the nations of the earth 
sinto one great commonwealth, seems to us.as 
the voice of Providence, inviting the Church to 
proffer the alliance of brotherhood to all who 
in every place call upon the name of the Lord 
Jesus, both theirs and ours.

fellowship be impracticable, united hearts and 
fraternal correspondence is the undoubted duty 
and privilege of the churches of God. 

Longing and praying as we do, that we all 
may be one, and labouring in our own sphere 
with efforts on which the blessing of God hath 
rested, to heal divisions that have arisen in our 
fatherland, in the olden time, out of peculiar 
circumstances, we cannot repress our ferven! 
hope, that the division which in late years has 
arisen in the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States, will yet be cemented, in the spirit of 
brotherly love, and on the basis of truth and 
Scriptural order, as they are set forth in the 
common standards. In your late arduous strug- 
gle to preserve the purity of the Church, we 
cannot doubt that you were actuated with ao 
earnest desire to maintain your allegiance to its 
adorable Head; but if it should appear, now 
that you are further removed from the turmoil 
of the battle, that through heat or misappre- 
hension any offence has been causelessly given, 
occasion is presented of humiliation and sorrow 
on the part of the offending, and of forgiveness 
and charity on the part of the offended. The 
affairs of human life are often so complicated 
that a mixture of evil seems inseparable from 
our best conducted measures, and our rejoicings 
at success are not unfrequently mingled with our 
tears. That many, who from their local con- 
nexions, are at present disconnected with your 
Assembly, are yet cordially joined with you in 
the same mind and in the same judgment we 
are fond to believe ; that in so far as error and 
irregularity of discipline has prevailed among 
them, they grieve and are stirred up to a more 
decided testimony against them, we have had 
some gratifying evidence. Prizing as we do 
truth above unity, and unity as it results from 
truth and is subservient to it, we shall hold that 
as a day of jubilee, when both are fully restored 
among you; and we will not cease to offer up 
our prayers unto Him, who still intercedes with 
the Father “that we all may be one,” that He 
may remove every obstacle out of the way, and 
lead you by faithful adherence to our Scriptural 
standards and the good old ways in which our 
fathers trod to a real and visible unity—a unity 
that will not be less real and visible, though you 
should resolve to subsist in distinct ecclesiasti- 
cal organizations within your distinct territories, 
manifesting your unity and fellowship by frater- 
nal acts of correspondence and co-operation in 
‘the work of the Lord. May peace be within 
thy walls. For our brethren and companions 
suke, we will now say peace be within thee. _

Harp Times.—A correspondent of the Zanesville 
(Ohio) Republican gives a statement from the sched- 
ule of property sold by the Sheriff of Muskingum 
county within a few days past, and for which ‘speeie} 
was required, that shows a pressure scarcely credible. 
A four horse wagon was sold at $5.50, hogs at 63 
cents each, horses at three dollars, colts at two to 
three dollars, cows at $1.50 to $2.00! The writer 
says: Besides these, there was a store of goods said 
to have cost several hundred dollars, sold for I think 
less than twenty dollars, ainong which I recollect a 
barrel of Orleans sugar, about two hundred and sixty 

ounds, sold for one dollar and fifly cents the barre).

The wheat was 
sown on the 18th of October, 1841, cut on the 18th 
of May, 1842, threshed on the 2lst, ground on the 
22d, and in market on the 23d.”’ 


Captives Returnep.—The United States cutter 
Woodbury arrived at New Orleaus on the 19th ult., 
from Vera Cruz, having on board Mr. Ellis, late 
Minister, and Mr. G. W. Kendall, editor of the New 
Orleans Picayune, David Snively, T. A. Sully, J. B. 
Houghtaling, T. S, Torrey, J. C. Howard, H. B. 
Buchanan, 8. B. Sheldon, A. Adams and John Tomp- 
kins—the last three set at liberty, through the inter. 
position of Mr. Thompson and the others of Mr. Ellis, 
all of the Santa Fe expedition. There were also on 
board four Englishmen, liberated through the influ- 
ence of the British Minister. 

On the 21st April, Mr. Ellis had his audience of 
leave of Santa Ana, and on the same day Gen. 
‘'hompson presented his credentials, and was receiv- 
ed by the provisional President as the accredited 
Minister of the United States. The addresses made 
by these gentlemen upon this occasion, together with 
the responses of Santa Ana, are published at length 
in the Diario del Gobierno and other Mexican papers. 


Reraicgerator Cars.—The directors of the Bos- 
ton and Albany Rail Road intend to place upon the 
road, cars constructed on the plan of refrigerators, in 
which fresh provisions of all kinds can be transport- 
ed in the summer season. These cars will go from 
Boston through to Albany in twelve hours in com- 
pany with the passenger trains. In this way the 
Michigan and Ohio peop!e may send their wild game 
to Boston, and receive. fresh codfish in exchange. 
The Boston ‘Traveller gives the following descrip- 
tion of a Refrigerator :—* It is simply a common 
car, with a hole at the bottom, -which you stop by a 
sponge, that sponge allowing the water to drop down, 
while it impedes the air coming up into the car. 
Then you have four inches of powdered charcoal on 
the sides and top and bottom of the car, compactly 
between the two boards, which form each of the 
sides, as well as the top and the bottom. 7 


Orecon T'erritory.—The attention of Congress 
has been very properly called by Mr. Pendleton, of 
Ohio, to the occupation of Oregon Territory by the 
British. On both sides of the Columbia River their 
flag is now planted. Mr. Pendleton has introduced 
a bill to establish military posts in that region. 


Bounpary Commissioners.—The Governor and 
Council of Massachusetts have appointed Hon. Ab- 
bot Lawrence, John Mills, and Charles Allen, Esgqs. 
to be commissigners on the part of that State, with 
full powers to assent to such arrangement of the 
North Eastern boundry as may be negociated by the 
General Government, provided the same shall, in 
their opinion, be consistent with the rights aod 1n- 
terests of the State. 

The Legislature of Maine has appointed the Hon. 
Edward Kent, William P. Preble, E. Kavanagh, 
and John Otis, Esqs. to be commissioners, with like 
authority on the part of that State. 


Happy Escare.—The steamboat Croton, on her 
afternoon trip, from New*York to Bridgeport, on 
Saturday last, caught fire by the explosion of a 
quantity of spirit gas. ‘here was a large number 
of passengers on board, many of whoin were great- 
ly alarmed. The engine was immediately stopped, 
and by the prompt exertions of the captain, his off- 
cers and crew, the flames were soon arrested—not, 
however, until several articles had been thrown 
overboard, and signals made to a sail-vessel in sight. 
The steamer Fairfield soon came up, and rendered 
every necessary assistance. We hope this will be 
a caution to steamboat. owners, and prevent their 
receiving such dangerous freight on board. If we 
are correctly informed there were some three hundred 
passengers on board, many of whom were Friends 
going to a yearly meeting. 
Requisition For Dorr.—It is stated in the Provi- 
dence Journal, that a requisition has been made by 
Governor King, on Governor Seward of New York, 
and Governor Davis of Massachusetts, fur the ar- 
rest and surrendering of Mr. Dorr, should he come 
into either of their respective states ; also on Gover- 
nor Cleveland, of Connecticut, who, it is thought, 
will decline compliance. 


Sometuinec New.—A new enemy to the cotton 
planter has made its appearance in Panola and De 
Soto counties, Miss., in the shape of innumerable 
snai/s, which eat up and destroy the plant, commen- 
cing with the leaf, and ending their repast with the 
bud. ‘They are apparently the common sized snail 
without a shell, such as may be found adhering to 
the bark of trees in wet weather. Several eutire 
cotton plantations have been ruined by them. 


Espy's Mr. Espy has 
found the laws which regulate storms on a great 
scale, or not, he has hit upon a little: matter by 
which we think he will make the laws of the 4vind 
on a small scale serve the public, and fill his pock- 
ets, It is that thing so long sought in vaif, a reme- 
dy for smokey chimneys, and a general ventilator. 
It consists of nothing but a metallic Cone placed on 
the top of the flue horizontally with a vane to keep 
the point of the cone tu the breeze. The direction 
which the wind gets by passing over the cone, pro- 
duces a vacuum at the large end which is the outlet, 
and so creates a draft. ‘I'he effect is altogether sur- 
prising. Some places which were odious with 
foul air have been rendered perfectly sweet by this 
single apparatus, and chimneys which were given 
over by all the doctors as incurable, have been 
brougt to regular action.—Jour. Com. 


Inpian Reservations.—The Governor of Iowa 
has issued a proclamation, forbidding persons to 
settle on a portion of lands lying between the- Des 
Moines river and the northern line of Missouri, on 
the ground that the tract of country referred to be- 
longs to the Lowa Indians, and the laws of the United 
States guaranty to them undisturbed possession of 
it. 

Locusts.—The Locusts, as appears from the Al- 
ton, lilinois Telegraph, have literally taken posses- 
sion of the forests in that vicinity. Never within 
our recollection, observes the editur, have we seen 
such quantities as at present exist in this section of 
the State.

A. Jones. It reduces the price of engraving one 
half. lt will execute work equally well on copper 
or steel plates of any size or dimensions, with this 
advantage, that the plates executed by it weat much 
longer than those engraved by hand. The machine 
can be worked by boys and girls, after a little prac- 
tice. Any letter that can be executed by the hand, 
can be accomplished by the Omnigraph. ‘Trees, 
houses, soldiers, and borders can all be executed by 
the inachine.

‘The terms of 
the adjustment, in brief, are, that the Indians for 
a stipulated price, shall relinquish to the company 
the reservations at Tonnewanta and Buffalo—the 
latter being known as the Seneca reservation. ‘The 
Allegheny and Cattaraugus reservations are to be re- 
tained by them, without molestation, for ever, or un- 
ti] they are themselves disposed, of their own free 
will, to sell, or until their nation shall become ex- 
tinct. Two years are allowed them to remove from 
the Tonnewanta and Seneca reservations to their 
new homes. This arrangement has been effected 
under the advisement of Chief Justice Spencer. 

EartTaquake Lovutsiana.—The St. Martins- 
ville Creole states that on Saturday the 7th ult. at 
about three o’clock, P. M. an earthquakeywhich last- 
ed two or three seconds, was felt in this parish. A 
respectable inhabitant of Catahoulou, who was an- 
gling at that time, in company with some ladies, on 
the bank of the lake, told us that as soon as the 
shock was felt, they were al] struck by a kind of 
giddiness, and that one of the ladies fell down in a 
swoon. He also assured us that the lake rose, du- 
ring the space of sume minutes, to more than, six 
feet. Several inhabitants along the banks of Bayou 
Teche affirm the unaccountable elevation of that 
river at about the same time. |

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


The steamship British Queen, now a Belgian 
steamer, arrived at New York on Friday 27th ult. 
from Antwerp via Southampton, England. She 
brings intelligence three days later than was receiv- 
ed by the Acadia at Boston. The Queen passed 
large quantities of ice on the Banks—was a day and 
a half in passing through it. She brings forty-one 
cabin passengers. 

The London money market continued extremely 
easy. Money was abundant at low rates, and the 
prices of stocks had advanced. 

The cotton market has been under the influence of 
animated speculation, which for a time caused heavy 
sales and a slight advance in prices, but it finally fell 
back to its former position. 

The British House of Commons was still engaged 
on the Income Tax Bill, with every prospect that it 
would become a law. 

There have been some serious disturbances among 
the w.rkmen in the mining and manufacturing dis- 
tricts of Great Britain, Their wages having been 
lowered, in some places there have been several gen- 
eral turn-outs, attended with great excitement, but 
no alarming violence. 

London May 6.—The Emperor of Russia publish- 
ed a ukase on the 2d ult., modifying the position of 
the Russian serfs in respect to their lords, which 
created so much dissatisfaction amongst the nobility, 
that the Grand Master of the Police at St. Peters- 
burg found it necessary to publish an ordinance on 
the following day, annulling in reality all that had 
been commanded by the preceding ukase.

As the export trade from Canton contin- 
ued, Sir Henry Pottinger had decided, while trade 
is allowed, and the river below Whampoa is lefi 
unobstructed, upon not attacking that place again, 
for, as he declared to some mandarins, who came 
commissioned, as they said, by their celestial mon- 
arch to treat with the plenipotentiary, “1 will not 
now enter into treaty: I will negotiate with the Em- 
peror personally at Pekin.” 

It is reported that Chusan, Amoy, and Hong 
Kong, are to be free ports; buildings of various 
kinds are springing up fast in the last named. — 


AWFUL EARTHQUAKE IN ST. DOMINGO, 


The brig William Nelson, Captain Morris, ar- 
rived at New York on Thursday, 26th ult. from 
Port au Prince, and brought intelligence of a shoek- 
ing earthquake that occurred in the island of St. 
Domingo, on the 7th of May, at 5 o’clock in the 
evening. News had been received from Cape 
Haytien, that the whole town had been destroyed 
by the shocks, and ten thousand inhabitants, being 
two-thirds of the whole population, killed. 

The Port au Prince Patriote of May 11th, gives 
the following details of this awful earthquake. 
On Saturday, the 7th of May, at twenty minutes 
past five in the evening, we experienced some severe 
shocks of earthquake, which put the whole town in 
commotion. At mid-day, a large meteor was per- 
ceived passing tothe East. The heat was excessive, 
and thick clouds hung over the neighbouring moun- 
tains, going in a direction from the Southeast to the 
Northeast. The seamen who were in the roads re- 
port that they felt the shock before they saw the 
houses shake, which would indicate that the shock 
came from the West. Many persons, however, 


the North and went South. 

There were two very decided shocks, the first not 
as long as the second; the latter was the most vio- 
lent and lasted about three minutes. All abandoned 
their houses, and the streets were filled with the 
affrighted population. But a little more, and Port 
au Prince would have been the scene of a disaster 
similar to that of 1770, a fatal year, which occurred 
to the mind of every one. 

There is scarcely a single brick or stone house 
which has not suffered damage. Some, it is said, 
are scarcely habitable. The facade of the Senate 
House, on which are sculptured the arms of the re- 
public snrmounted by the tree of liberty, was de- 
tached from the edifice and broken into pieces by 
the fall. 

In the night between Saturday and Sunday two 
shocks were again felt, but not as violent as the first, 
one at ten o’clock and the other attwelve. At eleven 
o’clock in the morning of Sunday came another shock; 
mass at church was interrupted, those officiating at 
it ran away, and many females fainted. 

Monday, eleven o’clock in the morning, another 
shock. ‘The weather during these three days has 
had a lowering, and, at times, threatening appear- 
ance. Monday evening a little rain, with excessive 
heat before and afterward; night cool. Tuesday a 
change of weather, return of the breeze and appear- 
ance of rain. In the evening, at eight o’clock, the 
weather was stormy, and every thing seemed to in- 
dicate an abundance of rain. 

On Wednesday we were awakened at a few min- 
utes before five in the morning by another earthquake. 
During these latter days it appears to us as if the 
earth on which we were ‘ediics was constantly 
quaking. 

Saint Mare.—A letter from this town informs us 
that there too the earthquake of Saturday last was 
felt with great violence; many houses have been so 
much shaken that they threaten every instant to fall 
down. On some plantations in the neighbourhood 
of the town very great damage has been done. 

Gonatves, May 8.—Yesterday afternoon an earth- 
quake was felt in this city, which was so violent 
that most of the houses were thrown down. At the 
same time, in consequence of the shock, a fire broke 
out in the apothecary shop of Mr. Invernizzio and 
consumed ina few minutes an entire block. The 
flames destroyed every pe that came in their way, 
and there was not a drop of water in the town. All 
the houses which have not been burnt down have 
been injured by the earthquakes, and this morning 
the shocks occur every quarter of an hour. Houses 
and shops are inaccessible, and we write these hur- 
ried lines in the street. The whole population has 

assed the night in the middle of the streets. It is 
impossible at present to estimate the extent.of the 
loss. ‘The church, the prison, the national palace, 
the treasury, the arsenal, and the house which was 
getting ready for the colonel commanding this dis- 
trict, are now nothing more than a heap of ruins. 
In short, no one has escaped the calamity. Now, 
while we are writing, the fire is entirely extinguish- 
ed, but the sky looks threatening and we are afraid 
of more shocks. If unfortunately our fears should 
be realized, there will be an end of the few houses 
remaining standing and Gonaives will be no more. 
The first and principal shock lasted about five min- 
utes, and was followed during the night by more 
than twenty others, which, though not so violent, 
were or fearful. It is now eight o’clock in the 
morring. Not half an hour has passed since we 
had another violent shock. The number of persons 
killed and wounded is not yet known. All the pri- 
soners who were buried under the ruins of the pri- 
son, have escaped. 

Cape Haytien.— W ednesday, six o’clock in the ev- 
ening.— Most deplorable news is spreading through- 
out the city of Port au Prince, from Cape Haytien. 
It has been brought by Mr. Obas, son of the general 
commanding the District of Plaisance. Cape Hay- 
tien is completely destroyed. We have no. letters 
from there at all by the express which brought the 
news, who was sent here by the commandant of a 
neighbouring village, and arrived there last night; 
and we much fear that the reason why is, that few 
persons remain to tell the tale. The sea had risen

of the inhabitants who had escaped the earthquake. 
The towns of St. Nicholas and Port Paix are also 
said to be destroyed. -Other parts of the island had 
not been heard from when Capt. Morris left; but itis

FROM LIBERIA. 


The schooner Herald, Goldsmith, has arrived at 
Boston from Mesurado, Africa, whence she sailed 
on the 18th of April. By this: arrival files of the 
Luminary to the 6th of April, inclusive, are receiv- 
ed. The Herald brought as passengers the Rev. Dr. 
E. Barron, from Cape Palmas, and the Rev. A. 
Constantine and lady, of the Liberia mission. 

On the 15th of March, the brig Grecian, Lawlin, 
arrived at Monrovia from Philadelphiu, after a pas- 
sage of forty-two days, including ten, days spent at 
Sierra Leone. On board this vessel’ Were the Rev. 
Squire Chase, who has the temporary charge of the 
Methodist mission during the absence of the Rev. 
John Seys, Rev. J. G. Pengree, Rev. George §. 
Brown, and Mrs. Ann Wilkins, all belonging to the 
Methodist mission at Monrovia; the Rev. Mr. 
Payne and lady, Miss Chapin, and Miss Cogge- 
shall, for Cape Palinas. 

‘The concerns of the colony are in a flourishing 
condition, The colonists are at peace with the na- 
tives. ‘The tribes in every direction receive the 
missionaries kindly, and manifest a great desire to 
receive instruction. 

Wwe find an ac- 
count of the examination of the Baptist Mission 
School. The native scholars are said to have ac- 
— themselves in a manner “* which would have 

one honour to the youth of any country or parent- 
age. In the same number, the death of the Rev. 
Moses Jacobs, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
is announced. He died on the 3d, after a lingering 
illness. ‘Two Roman Catholic priests are at Cape 
Palmas. . 

The Luminary of March 4th, contains an inter- 
esting and gratifying letter from Rev. B. R. Wilson, 
written at White Plains, whither he had gone to ex- 
tend the mission. In company with Messrs. John- 
son, and Utridge, he had visited several towns, far 
in the forest, and found the people willing, and even 
desirous to have missions established among them. 
Some difficulty was raised by the chiefs and kings, 
whose consent was finally given on condition that 
the missionaries did not interfere with their “ Devil- 
bush” ceremonies, which they appeared to consider 
essential to the maintenance of their authority over 
the women. ‘These last were very desirous that the 
missions should be allowed, hoping that they would 
soon do away with the “ Devil-bush,” and the sys- 
tem of polygamy. The preaching of the three mis- 
sionaries was attended with the happiest results, 
and the word seemed to establish itself. with power. 

The Rev. Mr. Walker and lady, and Rev. Mr. 
Griswold, missionaries, sent out by the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, ar- 
rived at Monrovia on the 23d of Sling in the 
schooner Herald, from Boston. These missionaries 
are intended as a reinforcement to the Mission at 
Cape Palmas. The Luminary says that the Ameri- 
can Board intends to progress along the cvast, south- 
eastwardly until they reach the ieee where it is 
contemplated to have general head quarters in Africa. 

On the 25th, in the Baltimore brig Harriet, arrived 
the Rev. Dr. Barron, and Rev. Patrick Kelly, priests 
of the Roman Catholic order. They sailed two 
days after, in the same vessel, for Cape Palmas ; 
where it is expected they will locate permanently, 
and organize a branch of the Roman Catholic Church, 

It is said that the missionaries who came out with 
the Mendians have concluded to establish themselves 
at Sherbro (an island on the coast fifty miles from 
90s Leone) and commence missionary operations 
there. 

Murder of a Colonist by Natives.—A murder was 
perpetrated on the person of a colonist named Shu- 
man, a week or two since, by the natives along the 
beach between Sineo and Settra Kroo. Shuman 
was on his way down from Sineo to the mission 
station of the Presbyterian Board of Missions, in 
search of labour. It is reported, that he had a small 
quantity of leaf tobacco with him, and refused to 
give itto the natives. That a scuffle ensued, and 
they shothim. The natives in the vicinity of Sineo, 
on hearing this, armed themselves immediately and 
went down and demanded the murderers. They were 


awaiting their trial. This is a strong fact in favour 
of the desire on the part of the Sineo natives to ac- 
knowledge colonial authority.—Luminary Feb. 18.
